^ The fixth is the Sun’s rifing and fetting, thus tin- 
deiftood; Againft thefecond Day of January you 
lee in the (>rh Column thefe Figures 7 175, v\hich 
fliovv that the Sun rifes that Day 17 Minutesafter 7, 
and fees 17 Minutes before 5. I havechofe to put 
cheSun’s rifing and fetting for every Day, rather than 
theMoon’s, becau'fe of its conftant Ufe in fetting of 
Clocks and Watches. 

In the laft, Column, with the Changes of the 
Moorr, I have put her rifing and fetting every now 
and then : If you v/ant to kaow rifing or fertrng 
on any Day between th'ofe againft which I have 
let it, the common 'Rule of thi;ee Quarters of an hour 
later each Day, will be exafl. enough to direft Peo- 
ple in thrir Travelling, which is the common Ufe 

that is made of It,
